also the total value of American man- 
ufactures sent to each country of the 
world In encli year uurlng that time. 
In considering the question of the 
distribution of our manufactures, the 
consuming power of i»e various coun- 
tries and the production and exports 
of other manufacturing countries of 
the world are subjests of Interest and 
the Bureau of Statistics 
therefore, 


presents In conjunction 
with 
its 


statement of our own exporta.ions of 
manufactures statements of the Im- 
portations, productions and distribu- 
tion of manufactures by the princi- 
pal countries of the world. 
. The Imports and exports of manu- 
factures Into and from 20 principal 
countries of tne world are given, and 
estimating the remaining countries. 
the Bureau states the grand total of 
manufactures entering 
Into Interna- 


tional commerce at about four bil- 
lions of dollars per annum. 
Of this 


the United Kingdom 
supplies one 


billion do'llars, or 25 per cent.; Ger- 
many supplies 20 
per cent; France 


about 12 per cent; the United States 
10 per cent, and Netherlands about 
C per cent. 
Curiously, the nations, 


•which are the largest Importers of 
manufactures are 
also the largest 


exporters of mamiiactures, this being 
due In part to the tact that much of 
the material which they use In man- 
ufacturing Is produced In other coun- 
tries and Imported In the drat stage 
of manufacture, while other manu- 
factures imported are 
composed of 


articles produced In other parts of 
the world and not produced In the 
countries In question. 
In-the case 


of the United States for example, 
•which imports 725 ' million dollars 
•worth of manufactures annuity, 3C 
millions represents thu value of cop- 
per chiefly Imported from the United 
States In the form of pigs or bars, 
the first process of manufacture; 05 
million dollars manufactures of silk; 
of whlh the material Is not produced 
In the United Kingdom; 03 million 
dollars wool, much of which Is Import- 
ed In the first stage of manufacture, 
C.7 million dollars food and drinks, 
chiefly In the first stage of manufac- 
ture; and f.2 million dollars leather, 
which after Importation becomes a 
material for use In manufacturing.

United States Supreme Court Rules 


Title Does Not Hofd Under Water. 
Washington, May 19.—Tho United 


States Supreme court In tho caso of 
Gertrude H. Hardln vs. Charles B. 
Shcdd, Involving title to land under 
water In Illinois, affirmed tho decision 
of the Supreme court of Illinois In 
favor of'Shedd. 


The land In controversy In this caso 


lies under Wolf lake, a nonnavlgablo 
body of water lying partly In Indiana. 
Hardln owns adjoining land, to which 
the title Is claimed under patents from 
the United States, and under these 
same patents claim Is made to land 
under the lake, wlilch Is In conflict 
with the claim of Shedd. 


Justice Holmes said that according 


to the law of the state of Illinois con-' 
voyance of tho upland does not carry 
adjoining land below the water lino 
and thus decided the caso In favor of 
Shedd.
